



BENNEV1LIE STILL, WINNING. 

J. H. Smith’s Benneville demonstrated yes- 
terday at Hawthorne that he is ( ne of the best, 
if not the best, sprinter on either of the local 
tracks. Ip the fourth race he picked up 117 
pounds and beat Montgomery. Our Gertie. 
Canova and Miss Rowena rather handily in 
1:131. Wbat makes Becueviile’s race bo good is 
the fact that he galloped under a stout pull all 
the way and came from behind without serious 
effort when given his bead. 

The horse had won his last out and smashed 
the Hawthorne six and a half furlong record to 
pieces, still the talent made Our Gertie favorite 
over him at 11 to 10, he going to the post at 34 
to 1. 

In thi9 race Dick Dwyer made one of the bast 
starts he ever made in his life. He caught the 
field of six together and sent them away at the 
first attempt so well that passing the timer’s 
fleg they were so closely bunched that it was 
impossible to tell which was in froat. They 
raced in this close order to the half mile 
ground. Here Montgomery and Miss Roweoa 
left the bunch and raced together around the 
far turn. Miss Rowe aa soon had enough and 
on the turn for home it seemed pretty sweet for 
Montgomery but jockey Yitatoe, instead of 
skinning the rails on the turn, went wide. This 
gave Dean and Benneville an opportunity to 
get through. They grasped at it, and before 
Vitatoe knew what had happened BenDeville 
was sailing along in front and had the race 
won. 

To show the uncertainties that bsset horse 
racing the la9t race may be cited as a good ex- 
ample. Rafaello looked like a cinch on form 
and the speculators were falling over one 
another to bet on him at 6 to 5. All of a sudden 
it was whispered about the ring that the colt was 
lame and that after warming up he was hardly 
able to walk soundly let alone run. The effect 
this had on the speculation was marvelous. 
Quicker than a wink Tulane was backed from 
2 to ldowu to 4 to 5 and the “bookies” carried 
Rafaello up to 2 to 1. 

It was true enough about Rafaello warming 
up lame and trainer Rogers tried to get him 
excused, but Judge Rees would not allow it, so 
all that remained to be done was to race the 
colt. Those that had bst on him swore that 
they were “in wrong” and others that were 
fortunate enough to get 2 to 1 about Tulane 
tapped themselves on the chest and with a 
knowing wink remarked, “Ob, I guess I was 
crazy.” “Perhaps this is poor; 2 to 1 against a 
4 to 5 chance.” All such remarks were plenti- 
ful. But, as Jim O’Leary used to say when 
some one would bet him a chunk on one of the 
Ryan “good things,” “Dey has to go once 
around de ring before dey pays off, don’t dey?” 
proved true in this case, and after the journey 
had been made and Rafaello’s number was 
hung out the Tulane backers were not half so 
wise and had little or nothing to say. 

The fields were too big for true running in 
the first three races. Caloocan, at 4 to 1 
proved the lucky one in the first, Heroics, at 
15 to 1 took the second and Garland Barr, an- 
other 15 to 1 chance, was first past the post in 
the third. 

In the third, starter Dwyer was very unfor- 
tunate in getting the field away. When he gave 
the word the dozen starters were strung out 
like a flock of sheep. 

The favorit®, Dutch Comedian, was left at the 
post in .the fifth rase, but the starter was not to 
blame for this. He fooled away about hall an 
hour trying to get him off and did not give 
up in disgust until the judge gave him the sig- 
nal to start the field without the Comedian. 
This race went to Lord Zani at 34 to 1.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Dr. A. W. McAle9ter, the vsteran Missouri 
breeder, reports a crop of fifteen thoroughbred 
sucklings on his farm naar Columbia. Among 
the bunch are full brothers to Lady Callahan 
and Belle of Memphis, two of the b6st known 
performers ever r aired on the McAle9ter farm. 
There are ten celts and five fillies in the bunch. 
A full brother to Kiog David is said to ba one of 
the best looking colts on the farm. Another 
good looking colt is a chestnut by Joe Norwood 
—Kentish Rose, the latter beiDg an inbred Lex- 
ington mare. A bay filly by Woodmoss— Nar- 
cissa is well thousht of by her breeder. Nar- 
ciesa, the dam of this filly, is a young mare by 
Siddartha— Lady Nar. The latter had a credit- 
able racing career on the other side of the big 
pond. A bay colt by Siddartha — Cantatrice, 
dam of Woodtrice and Sidcan, is said to have 
all the earmarks of a racehorse. Among the 
fillies are two three-quarter sisters to Lady 
Callahan and Belle of Memphis. One of them 
is out of Gold Bang'es, whose dam also threw 
Belle of Memphis, while the other is out of 
Boetitia, whose dam threw Lady Callahan. 
8ilver Bangles has gone blind. She killed her 
last year’s foal accidentally. This year she 
foaled a colt by Siddartha and the youngster 
was taken away from her and turned over to 
Miss Bowling, who lost her own foal. MDs 
Bowling is the dam of Sidbow, the two-year old 
that won the Essex Stakes for Charles Van 
Studdiford, of St. Louis, at Windsor last Satur- 
day.— St. Louis Republic. 

Last year Mr. Marcus Daly sent Hamburg’s 
dam, Lady Reel, and other select broodmares 
to England to be mated with the most fashion- 
able English sires. To the lot sent over he has 
added by purchase there. In a recent letter to 
the Spirit of the Times “Yorkshireman” makes 
the following interesting allusion to the band, 
as also to some of the crack Australians now 
exciting so much interest in England: “I had 
the pleasure of going with Mr. John Mackey 
the other day to the Stud Farm at Aperfield 
Court, Cudbam, Kent, where Mr. James Me- 
Caig has Hamburg’s dam (in foal to St. Simon) 
and a dozen or more broodmares besides, all of 
the highest class. Indeed, I should find diffi- 
culty if asked to mention a finer young matron 
and foal than Lucy Cross, by St. Simon, out of 
Yerdegns, by Springfield, and her superb colt 
by Isinglass. Mr. McCaig has laid the farm out 
in splendid large paddocks and ail the build* 
ings are as near perfection as possible. Mr. 
Mackey and myself were greatly pleased with 
all we saw. A day or two later Mr. Mackey 
went with Mr. H. Theobald and myself to 
Cobham to see the Australasian Btallions, 
Trenton, Patron, Abereorn and Aurum, as well 
as rare old Baliol (by Blair Athol, out of Don- 
caster’s dam). All these are great horses and 
Trenton has already continued his stud fame 
into this country by the victories of Longy, his 
two-year-old son, for whom 6 000 guineas was 
offered and refused the other day. Mr. Mackay, 
I think, likes Aurum the best of all the horses he 
saw, and certainly a more genuine performer was 
never bred For Aurum the Austrian govern- 
ment offered 5,500 guineas the other day, after 
sending four representatives to Eee him. It 
was all the money they had available for buy* 
ing a horse, and Mrs. Langtry refused it. 

Colonel W. L. Simmons will take his horses 
to his farm in Kentucky and quit racing for 
the season of 1899 at the conclusion of the 



present Fair Grounds meeting. Colonel Sim- 
mons’ stable has been the biggest disappoint- 
ment of the season. Last spring all hands 
thought the Colonel had one of the best handi- 
cap horses in the west in Ed Farrell. His 
three year-old Ben Bramble was expected to 
hold his own against the best colts of his age 
in the west, while the highly bred two-year-old 
Private Nolan, a half brother to the mighty 
Flying Dutchman, was expected to carry the 
Colonel’s col >rs to victory in some of the val- 
uable juvenile stakes. Things broke bad for 
the stable from the start, however, and none of 
the Simmons cracks has shown good form at 
the St. Louis meeting. Ed Farrell has devel- 
oped into a sulker, while Ban Bramble has 
never been the same since his narrow escape 
from destruction by fire in the stable yard 
blaze of last year. Private Nolan is the hard- 
est kind of a colt to train, and his owner has 
never been able to get him up to a race. It 
don’t pay to hurry a youngster of his age. He 
will probably be reserved for his three-year-old 
engagements. 

Macy is in training again. Charles Vestal 
has the horse at the old East St. Louis track 
and thinks he will be able to get the son of 
Hindoo to race quicker in the sand over there 
than he would over the Fair Grounds track. 
Macy is the horse Vestal purchased of brewer 
Schorr last spring for $3,500. Vestal thought 
he had a first-class racing tool, but Macy broke 
down the first time be started in bis new own- 
er’s colors and bad to be turned out of training. 
Macy was one of the bast horses on the Ameri- 
can turf last season, but be was also one of the 
most abused horses, haviog been raced all 
winter at New Orleans, after receiving a hard 
campaign on the western circuit and metropoli- 
tan tracks during the regulation racing season. 

Experiment, one of the most famous of Cali- 
fornia brood mares, by M onarchist— Corn- 
flower, recently died, at E. J. Baldwin’s Santa 
Anita stud. She died of old age, being 23 years 
old. She produced Silver Cloud, winner of the 
American Derby in 1886, and also Alaho, dam of 
Roy el Santa Anita, winner of the American 
Derby in 1894. She had the distinction of being 
the dam and grandam of Derby winners. Her 
other produce were very useful racers, among 
them being Santa Zalida, Cordova and Rapido, 
the latter a good winner and stable companion 
of Volante, they being of the same age. 

“Did I ever tell you how the great Longstreet 
came mighty near being ruined by a brutal 
stable boy?” remarked George Taylor, the vet- 
eran jockey, recently. “Longstreet, you know, 
was the best horse I ever threw a leg over, and 
yours truly rode some pretty good ones in his 
day, notably Tristan, Hanover and their kind. 
I was the stable jockey for Dwyer Brothers the 
year LoDgstreet was a three-year-old. Oae 
morning the colt, while being galloped on the 
track, tried to run out, and bis rider walloped 
him over the head with the butt end of his whip. 
He struck the horse in his right eye and nearly 
knocked the optic out. After that Longstreet 
would stop running whenever anything ranged 
alongside of him and t>y to grab the nearest 
of his neighbors. This trick of the colt’s cost 
his owners several big stakes, including the 
valuable Realization, which he would have won 
had he gone on about his business instead of 
trying to fight his horees when they came to 
him in the stretch. After Longstreet went 
blind entirely in his right eye he was a batter 
horse in every way. He never stopped to grab 
or fight his horses any more and became the 
best racehorse on iron in his four and five-year- 
old form.”

$1,000 added, of which $125 to second and $75 to 
third. Weights to bs announced three days 
prior to the race. One and one-eighth miles. 

The Tobacco Stakes — A selling sweepstakes 
for three-year-olds and upward; $5 to accom- 
pany the nomination; $45 additional to start; 
$750 added, of which $100 to second and $50 to 
third. One mile. 

The Kenton 8takes— For three-year-olds and 
upward; $5 to accompany the nomination; $45 
additional to start; $750 added, of which $100 
to second and $50 to third. Six farlongs. 

The Latonia Autumn Prize — A handicap for 
three-year-olds; $5 to accompany the nomina- 
tion; $45 additional to start; $1,000 added, of 
which $125 to second and $75 to third. Weights 
to be announced three days prior to the race. 
One mile and a sixteenth.
